But as from 
the ashes a nobler structure has arisen,freed 
from all incumbrance, and filled with intel- 
ligent worshippers, the heart of the pastor 
has been encouraged, and his hands ‘have 


been stayed up by the confidence that what- 


erer calamity might befal the church, men 
would ever be found rendy to rally around 
the sacred altar, and to rear again the 
ruined walls. This intelligent appreciation 
of religious institutions and this marked lib- 
erality on the part of the people in sustain- 
ing them has beén further evinced by the 
promptness with which, in the fields of la- 
bor more recently oceupied, suitable houses 
of worship have been erected, and the sup- 
port of Comparative strangers has been as- 
sumed. 

It is with gratitude that we acknowledge 
the goodness of God in thus preserving and 
securing to us these outward facilities for 


"prosecuting oar work. During a season of 


unusual fitiancial embarrassment no charch 
has been sacrificed or left without a pastor 
because of inadequate support. 

But this record of outward prosperity 
and of progress in church erection, cannot 


be regarded as a true index of the state of | 


religion among us. In too many instances, 


a respect for the outward forms of religion 


is the limit of apparent regard forthe cause 
of Christ. A dedication of property for 
the respectable maintenance of these forms 
of worship, is too often substituted for that 
more important and more acceptable self- 
dedication which God requires, After 
years of labor upon these outworks, the 
conviction deepens that the securing of the 
external means and appliances for building 
up the charch of Christ is of little account 
without a living, spiritual power and effi- 
ciency in the church. If cold and lifeless, 
these organizations are at best but stately 
corpses, only inspiring men with a feeling 


of reverence and awe for venerable and 


hallowed institutions. A dead faith, how- 
ever elegantly enshtonded and ‘coffined in 


ceremonial forms and observances, can nev- 


er conceal, either from God or man, the of ·

Indeed the peculiar difficulties which hin- 


der the success of the gospel in California 


are chiefly in this direction. The general, 


and almost universal engrossment of church 


members in the parsuit of perishable riches, 


more than anything else, both to hin- 
der their own spiritual growth, and to mar 


their influence with others. The cares of 


this world, and the deceitfulness of riches, 
everywhere tend to choke the word, and to 
prevent it from springing up in the hearts 
of worldly men. But here it is too often 


fatal in its effects upon those who profess to 
In this whirling vortex of 


be christians. 
business care and covetousness, the truth 
is daily verified, “They that will be rich, 
fall into temptation, and a snare, and into 
many foolish and burtful lusts, which drown 
men in destruction and perdition.” Now, 
as in the days of Paul, the source of here- 
sies the most dangerous, because the most 
practical, is to be found in the love of mon- 
ey, which while some coveted after they 
have erred from the faith.” The abundant 
proofs of this assertion, are found. in the 
many instances in which pecuniary disaster 
drives its disheartened victims away from 


the sources of comfort, and the means of 
grace, diseouraging them from avy further | 
effort to help eitherahe church or them- | 


selves. Christian character here seems to 
be crushed and ground between this upper 
and nether mill-stone, the carelessness in- 
duced by temporal prosperity on the one 
hand, and the recklessness induced by misfor- 
tune on the other, It is our only consola- 
tion that it may prove a refining process, 
and that sothe chaff may be separated 
from the wheat. 

It is moreover to be 1 that in 


most of our churches there is a want of 


completeness of organization, and hence a 
want of efficiency and working power in 
the membership. The population is so tran- 


| sient that the few who become interested 


in church affairs have hardly begun to make 
their influence felt before they are induced 


to change their residence: if unfortunate, 


to try some other adventure elsewhere in 
the State, or if successfulin their business 
schemes, to return to their eastern homes. 
Too many of those who have been most 
valuable members of the church in the old- 
er States, and who are most consisteut aud 
upright in their christian walk here, have 
thus dwelt among us as mere sojourners for 
a little season, doubtful about the future, 
unsettled in their plans for life, and so year 
after year neglecting to transfer their con- 
nection. Hence arises a lack of proper 
material for church officers. The number 
of communicants is often large, while the 
number connected with the church, identifi- 


ed with its interests, feeling a special re- 


sponsibilty for its support and having an 
earnest regard for the spiritual growth of 
each associated member may be very small. 
Where so few feel any special responsibility 
for the growth of the church and so many of 
its professed friends stand aloof from it, its 
highest spiritual efficiency ean hardly be 
attained. 

But notwithstanding these and many oth- 
er causes cf discouragement, our thoughts 
turn with gratitude aud hopefulness to those 
manifest signs of the Spirit’s presence and 
working in several of our churches. Some 
who had toiled apparently in the most hope- 
less fields, have been permitted already to 
reap the first fruits of the coming harvest. 
At Placerville, at Crescent City and at Al- 
ameda, the gentle showers of divine grace 
have descended, and the pastors have been 
permitted to direct inquiring souls to the 
Savior, and in some of the other churches 
there has been a marked increase of inter- 
est in spiritual things. The meetings for 
prayer and christian conference are gener- 
ally better attended than ever before; pun- 
gent, spiritual preaching is more and more 


relished and appreciated by those who have |

At St. Andrews and 
he perfected his studies, in Philosophy and 
Theology. Ju 1719, he was ordained min- 
ister of the Parish of Tealing, near Dun- 
dee. Mr. Glass had studied with great 
diligence and care, the doctrinal systems of 
Calvin and Arminius; and being decidedly 
fixed in the former, he held forth the doc- 
trines of rich, free, and sovereign grace, 
with extraordinary ability from the pulpit; 
and his fame asa preacher, soon spread 
abroad,and drew numbers to hear him. An 
extraordinary stir being made in Scotland 
about the duty of covenanting, Mr. Glass 
was put upon the task of investigating this 
subject and bringing it to the touch-stone 
of the New Testament. The result of his 
enquiries was the publication of a small vol- 
ume which made its first appearance in 
1729, under the title of “The Testimony of 
the King of Martyrs concerning his King- 
dom ;” being an explanation and illustration 


of Christ’s good confession before Pontius 
Pilate, John 18: 36, 37. He could no 
longer officiate with a good conscience, as

Why are our Churches Inefficient. 
One of the most obvious reasons is, that 
ministers of the Gospel have nota clear 
and proper idea of their functions. Tney 
know generally that they are to preach to 
the community, and that they are to edify 
the church. But to be a preacher of ser- 
mons, a mere teacher in the pulpit, is not 


half a minister's work. He is set to drill 
a body of Christian men, so that they shall 


individually and collectively be a witness. 


ing and ministering body. The voice of 
the whole church, and not the voice of its 
ministry, is that which God appointed for 
the preaching of the Gospel. If now a 
minister only preaches—and so preaches 
that his brethren wish to hear no onv speak 
but himself—if instead of inspiring life- 
power in them, which he then guides and 
trains them to fitly express, he extinguishes 
their zeal, and fashions a public sentiment 
so rigid and exacting that no man in the 
church dare utter his feelings, his thoughts, 
or his experiences, unless he can do it for 
edification, (i. e., do it in rhetorical fluency, 
with logical precision, and with a certain 
finish of literary good breeding, ) he defeats 
the very end of his ministry, and practical- 
ly disowns the Congregational idea of a 
minister. 

Thus we see that many churches. are 
nothing but listeners to a preacher. The 
society has an organic life and function; but 
the church, in such cases, is but little bet- 
ter than a roll of names of persons baptiz- 
ed, initiated, permitted to partake of the 
Lord’s Supper, and expected to enjoy a 
good sermon. But to have a real life and 
function of their own, to have a social, lov- 
ing atmosphere into which each one devel- 
ops the blossoms of his religious life, to be 
a body competent to edify sself, to build 
itself up, and to stand, by its own vital 
power, asa multiform instruction in the 
community—such an idea is scarcely tho't 
of. And hence it is that ministers come to 
be mere instructors. They do not educate. 
They do not train. They are not seeking 
to develop the gifts of the individual mem- 
bers of the church—to drill them in the. 
suitable exercise of those gifts. They seck 
to do good to their flock as individual Chris- 
tian men. But they do not group these 
individual Christian men into a community 
in such a way that they give utterance as 
a church, by their own voices, to the truth 
of Christ, or to their experience of God’s 
guidance and goodness, So that the church 
is not au epitome of God's multitudinous 
teachings; it is not the harmony of all the 
voices with which Christ speaks to the souls 
of his children. It is a mere class, coming 


together to hear what a teacher shall say 


to them, and then going away and profit- 
ing as best they may. Now a minister of 
the Gospel should be a preacher of ideas, 
4 the connection of ideas, (which is the- 
ogy;) he should be a teacher of dutics, 
i. e. ra should apply principles to the experi- 
ences of life—he should strengthen, comfort, 
inspire, and warn his people; but all these 
things asa part of a system of drill, by 
which the whole church shall become i in like 
manner a teaching body. He is to see

Now, the church ought to be a some 
times stronger than minister. The 
pews ought to have more power than the 
ulpit. No minister has done his duty who 
b himself the central power in a congrega- 
tion He is to be a power-producer; he is 
to see the success of his ministry fn the 
church which he builds up. And as the 
architect stands dwarfed and trembling in 
the presence of the cathedral which he bas 
himself builded, when all its walls and col- 
umus have gone up, and all its arches are 
completed, and all its 282 and spires 
lift up their heads to God _ everlastingly— 
so a pastor should stand in a vast dispro- 
portion of strength before the fulness of the 
power of hisown church. For, can any 
one heart, either by original gift or by 
study, ever equal all the gifts which God 
bestows upon a hundred men? Is not all 
the work of Christ in a hundred souls more 
rich and wonderful than ever can be a sin- 
gle: individual’s experience? Is then one 
flower created equal to a whole prairie or 
garden, sheeted with the light and perfum- 


ed with the fragrance of a hundred flowers | 


growing in profusion? 

God's workin the human soul, day by 
day, is the most illustrious of all the events 
which history chronicles. Other events are 
more obvious, and more impressive to our 
vulgar senses, that love the flash and sound 
of physical deeds. But the watchings, the 
fears translated to victory, the faith and 
glow of love, the aspirations and achieve- 
ments, the visions of heaven, the peace of 
God descending thence—there are no oth- 
er things of such dignity as these, nor, 
when simply uttered, of such power. Iu- 
deed, the supremest power of Divine truth 
is not when it is uttered in idea-form, or as 
apprehended by intellect, but when exhib- 
ited in heart-forms, or as it is evolved in 
actual life-experiences. And there is some- 
thing sublime in the conception of a great 


assembly of men—holding forth some one 


truth, first by the voice of its teacher, and 
then reflecting upon it from a hundred hearts 
that light by which God taught it peculiar- 
ly to them; so that at length each should 
behold the glowing truth, not in the nar- 
row line of his own experience, but in the 
clustered fulness of the experience of mul- 
titudes. Such preaching by the voice of 
the whole all would have power with 


the community of which now we have no 


idea except from analogies. Let a hundred 
merchants and eminent mechanics—known 
and trusted men— gather in some vast hall 
in New York, and testify in regard to some 
new method of gaining wealth. Let one 
by one declare the reality of the riches, 
exbibit his own winnings, declare the facili- 
ty with which thousands more could ac- 
quire, and that joint testimony of an hun- 
dred honest men would strike a fever thro’ 
a city in u day, and the veins and arteries 
of every occupation world throb with im- 
patient desire. Such is the power given to 
a truth when many men, corroborating it, 
give it a blessed panic-power. A trath 
borne forth upon the power of a single 
heart is great; but what when it is sent 
forth upon the blasts of a thousand hearts? 
We have made proof of truth-power only 
in narrow lines. There is to be a develop- 
ment yet, of which we suspect little, of the 
power of truth swept along the tide of en- 
thusiasm which sympathetic multitudes give. 
Conversions, then, will be like lightning 
strokes, For it is not enough for a man to 
have an idea of truth—he needs to have a 
moral shock, a soul-stroke, that shall elec- 
trify his being, and give to the truth in- 
stantaneous and overwhelming power.— 
This enthusiasm comes from God. Like 
other gifts, it comes instrumentally. The 
simultaneous preaching of the Gospel by 
communities will be an instrument of such 
results. 

The first step, then, toward a larger par- 
ticipation on the part of the congregation in 
public worship is to begin in the minister’s 
own heart and design. And so superficial 
a thing as a common form of prayer, or a 
joint confession, or a psalmic response, will 
not train a church. There must be a com- 
mon life i in the church It must be a min- 
ister’s conception of his office and function 
not to impart ideas; but by an inpartation 
of ideas, and feeling, and personal social 
influence, to impart a real, common religious 
life to the church. When that exists, there 
will be no more trouble about unity and in- 
terest in a congregation. They will be like 
a rich soil full of roots and seeds, that shoot 
up in exuberant richness, and thongh differ- 
ies, yet growing 
in perfect harmony. But a dead church 
with a liturgy on the top of it is like a sand 
desert-covered with artificial. boquets. It 
is bright for the moment. But it is ficti-

Editorial Correspondence. 

One mile below Downieville, the trail turns to 
the north, up a little ravine, and soon commences 
to rise the mountain side, not quite perpendicu- 
' larly, but nearly so,—up, up, for about five miles. 
At first, all nature washed by the recent rains, 
appeared smiling in the freshness of early Spring- 
life. But at length light snow was seen in 
patches around. Gradually these increased in 
number and extent till the entire surface was 
found covered; and, when arrived at the summit, 
we had to walk for miles through a depth of a 
foot or one and a half feet of snow which clothed 
in a thick mantel of white every thing but the 
great pines and fir trees, whose branches were 
bending under a wintry load, threatening to 
erush them by its weight. It was pleasant for a 
time thus to pursue our way through a region so 
in contrast with all we had ever before witness- 
ed in Caliſornia, and so suggestive, by association, 
of scenes of early life in Northern Ohio, and of 
later years in New England. California's lower 
hills and vallies with a milder climate, we should 
‘rather select before all other places, as a perma- 
nent residence; yet we are confident that these 
high regions of the Sierra Nevada afford facili- 
ties for a regular population, equal, if not greatly 
superior to those of the Alleghanies, Catskill, 
Green, or White Mountains of the East. Ser- 
en miles brought us to the little new town of 
Monte Christo, placed like an eagle’s nest on a 
little plat hanging over the deep canon of Good- 
year’s Creck. Under the high mountain which 
rises along the stream on the east, and is capped 
with a barren basaltic formation, rising in places 
into high ledges, the miners are running tunnels ; 
only two of which have yet reached the gold de- 
posit. These two, called the Bigelow claims, 
yield usually from $30 to $50 the day to each 
laborer ; though in a few instances a much larg- 
er yield has been realized. On the opposite or 
Eastern side there are also men at work tunnel- 
ling and surface mining with encouraging suc- 
‘cess. This mining is in the blue lead, like that 
of Forest City and seems a continuation of the 
same. Generations of workmen cannot exhaust 
the mines which here seem to be unfolding. — 


| Crossing the canon of Goodyear'’s Creek to the 


North-west, four miles, we entered Eureka City, 
a town of about a thousand inhabitants, who are 
mining in the yellow lead like that of Campton- 
ville, and which is probably a continuation of it. 
The miners bere use the hydraulic power, wash- 
ing away the surfuce to the depth of fifty feet or 
more; though occasionally tunnelling on a small. 
scale. We heard of very large receipts from 


‘| some of the claims. The day we arrived three 


men are said to have taken out 4214 ounces. 
Whether this was true or not, immense amounts 
of the precious metal are hore gathered. Five 
dollars a day is paid for labor, and all seem 
contented. A succession of towns of the same 
features as this lies to the N. and N. E. We 
visited Craig o Fiat, across Little Canon Creek ;

II.) “Wecannot mistake the sources from which 
the Hindu drama is derived; these are no other 
than the pepular religion and epic poetry. The 
histories of gods and heroes supplied it with ma- 


| roes were represented upon solemn feasts in the 
vicinity of the temples, and are still occasionally 
to this day.“ He compares it in this respect 
with the Greek drama. . Sir Wm. Jones makes 
a similar remark. The Peruvians were found to 
possess 6 kindred system; and. it has been ob- 
served even among the savages inhabiting ae 
of the Islands of the Pacifle Ocean. 


The conclusion to which a consideration of 
this subject must bring us is, that the primitive 
performances of the theatre were to idols what 
the kindred forms of patriarchal and judicial 
worship were to Jehovah. They were the per- 


the infancy of our race. The first theatres were 
idol temples; the first plays were idolatrous 
chants, aud responses; the first music was that 
of drums and cymbols and pipes, sometimes 
drowning the cries of infants burning in the bra- 
zen arms of Molock, or of young men and wo- 
men bleeding on altars of stone before grim mon- 
sters ; the first actors were heathen priests; and 
the whole was something horrible and accursed 
before Jehovah. 


Nor has the church been 12 free from these 
idolatrous practices. ‘The Israelites, fresh from 
the shadows of the temple of Osiris, Mnevis and 
Apis, attempted to set up the image of a calf, as 
symbolical of the attributes of the Holy One of 
Israel, and to worship it with a “play,” as 
those deities were worshipped, in the land they 
‘had just quitted. God poured out his vengeance 
upon them and three thousand were destroyed. 

One of the most curious features of the church 

history of the middle ages and one of the most 
sad, is that of the “Miracles,” or “Moral plays,” 
as then styled, by which the low and cunning 
priesthood deceived, amused, and terrified, the | 
ignorunt herd. Giessler says, The time is well 
‘characterized by the revival of the Heathen Sat- 
urnalia, which were annexed by the clergy to the 
festivals of the church, and a mockery of every- 
thing holy allowed under this screen.” The blas- 
phemy and folly mingled in these performances 
need scarce be described to any common reader 
of the history of the time preceding the reforma 
tion. It was only about the time of Henry the 
VIII, according to Mr. Chambers, (in his encyc- 
lopedia) that the theatre lost its an charac- 
ter. 
For the idea of the theatre Protestantism has 
no sympathy whatsoever. Romanism, the relig- 
ion of the imagination, of taste, of the senses, 
of the natural heart, readily embraces it. Pro- 
testantism, the religion of the individual, the con- 
viction of the judgment, the confession of per- 
sonal and immediate responsibility to the unseen 
God, the teaching of the Holy spirit, this has 
with the theatre no concord. ‘They are as oppo- 
site as matter and mind. 


The result is the abandonment of plays, as an 
agency in favor of religion, in all countries where 
the light of the Bible has exerted any influence. 
The stage is now only the pulpit of Voltaire 
and Dumas, of blasphemer and the sensualist.— 
Its votarics seek in it nothing higher than amuse- 
ment. And the universal testimony ot true Pro- 
testants, and of those who have apprehended the 
religion of the Bible, has been, quod umbique,

REVIVALS IN NEW YORK AND BROOKLYN. 

The New York Journal of Commerce says— 

The fruits of the religious interest which has ex- 
isted for some time past among the churches in 
this vicinity, are beginning to appear, On Sun- 
day last, at Rev. Dr. Spear’s Church, Brooklyn, 
an accession of sixty-five members was made, on 
profession of their faith. The occasion was one 
of deep solemnity. A considerable proportion 
of these were young men, and thirty-four were 
connected with the Sabbath School,—about one- 
sixth of the scheol having been hopefully con- 
verted recently. At Dr. IIatſield's, in this city, 
Sabbath before last, there were one hundred and 
sixty-five admissions to the church. At Dr. 
Smith’s there were twenty-five or thirty: at Rev. 
Mr. Cochran's in Brooklyn, an equal number; 
and a deep religious interest has been felt in the 
churches of Rev. Mr. Hovey and Rev. Dr. Camp- 
bell, with cheering results. Nearly all the 
churches have been more or less revived.” 

An unusual number of revivals is reported in 
various parts of the country. 

An important controversy is in progress be- 
tween Archbishop Hughes and Hon. Erastus 
Brooks of the New York Senate, touching ab 
charge made by the latter in his seat in the Sen- 
ate, that five millions of dollars of church prop- 
erty is held by the Bishop in hisown name. This 
the bishop denied. The Independent says“ Mr. 
Brooks went quietly to work and produced from 
the records of deeds the indisputable proof of his 
statement. The Archbishop shuffled and eva- 
ded, till at last, in a prodigious rage, he shook 
off his accuser as a “vile insect.” 

The Unitarian Association has sent a mission- 
ary to India, the Rev. C. H. A. Dall, the first 
foreign missionary ever sent by this denomina- 
tion. Mr. Dall’s object is rather one of explora- 
tion than of permanent occupancy. 

Out of 2,900 families visited in North Caro-, 
lina, over 500 were found to be destitute of the 
Bible; more than 600 attended no church what- 
ever; and the belief in witchcraft, conjurors, 
&c., was nearly universal. 

The Louisville Courier publishes 1 a long letter 
from Professor Morse to Bishop Spalding, in an- 
swer to the Bishop's charge that he (Professor
